The preparation of our Second Salon Catalogue is the 
occasion for a thoughtful review of our responsibilities to 
the 634 individuals who submitted 2466 photographs for the 
judges* consideration. This impressive response is more 
than double that of last year.

Preface 


The question of the propriety of an art museum’s ex¬ 
hibiting photographs as serious works of art fortunately is a 
dead one, and The Corcoran Gallery is pleased to participate 
in the current broad and intelligent enthusiasm for the medium 
by playing host to the present exhibition. 

With the battle for serious consideration fairly won, 
and equipped with the great repertoire of techniques supplied 
by modern technology, the photographer as an artist must be 
analyzed and criticized by the same aesthetic criteria ap¬ 
plied to painter or sculptor. 

In all aspects of the Fine Arts it is easy to pay too 
much attention to technical mastery and not demand suf¬ 
ficiently the fresh and imaginative sight that is the most 
important strength of any artist. Exhibitions of photography 
have an increasing tendency to be academic, a curious state 
of affairs for this youngest of the arts; one faces the re¬ 
luctant conclusion that original vision is as rare among 
photographers as among painters. 

To make good pictures and print them beautifully is 
one craft, but to see originally is quite another and more 
precious gift, and-it is for that one searches.
